A COmiLAST. 


On the 4th day of July, 1861, Win- 
field S. Hancock, then a captain in 
the army and stationed at Los Ange- 
los, in California, where a strong dis- 
union sentiment existed, delivered a 
public address from which the follow- 
ing are extracts: 


"To those who, regardless of sacred 
memories, insist on sundering this 
Union of States, let us who only wish 
our birth-rights preserved to us, and 
whose desire it is to be sttll citizens 
of the great country that gave u^i 
birth, and to live under that fiag 
which has gained for us all the glori- 
ous histories we boast of 
say this 
day: 
'Your rights we will respect; 
your wrongs we will assist you to 
redress; but the Union ig a previous 
heritaae that we intend to preserve and 
defend to the kut extremity '" 


"Lpt us believe, at least let us trust, 
that our brothers there do not wish to 
separate 
themselves permanently 
from the common memories which 
haipe flo long bound us together; 
but thatj when reason returns and 
resumes 
her 
sway, 
they 
will 
prefer the brighter page of history, 
which our mutual d ^ s have inscrib- 
ed upon the tablets of time, to that of 
the uncertain future of a new confed- 
eration, which, alas! to them may 
prove illusory and unsatisfacti.ry."
